RARE EXPERIMENTS. 


PRACTICAL VALUE OF DISCOVERIES 


ON MIND INFLUENCE. 


Hypnotism an * Healing: Art—Demon- 


strations Which Go to Prove That the 
Practice of Hypnotism May Supersede 
Btettlolue for Many Cases. 


i At Monday's session of the international 
tongtessof experimental psychology hyp- 
notism was the leading featuie, 


The first paper on the subject was by the 


veteran Dr. Liebault, "to whose persever- 
ing and benevolent practice of hypnotism 
on his poor clientele at Nancy," said the 
president (Professor Sidgwick), "the pres- 
ent progress of the science is so largely 
due." Dr. Liebault's paper described the 
cose of a woman who had been seized by 
monomania tending to suicide and who 
was cured by hynotic suggestion. Having 
enumerated several simple forms of intel- 
lectual disorder and others rather compli- 
cated which had already been dispelled by 
the .same method, which consisted of sub- 
stituting by suggestion true or false ideas, 
the writer said he thought that similarly 
he might obtain still moie remarkable suo- 
cesf.es even when the disorders of the mind 
of the subject were more complex. 


Professor Deldoauf (Liege) said that at 


all times the mind of man had been capa- 
ble of influencing the body, but it was 
only in recent times that this action had 
been scientifically put in evidence. "Was 
it necessary for this purpose to put th.8 
brain into an abnormal condition? Was 
that which was called hypnotism a state 
against nature? Not at all. The question 
earned the answei with it, To hypnotize 
a person was to persuade him that he 
could or could not do a thing which he be- 
lieved he could not do, or which he be- 
lieved he could not be prevented from do- 
ing This persuasion might be directly 
produced, but it might be also indirectly 
produced. The indiiect method consisted 
in producing artificially that which was 
known as hypnotism, and it was only the 
development of suBgesftljiljty, );Jjfi ejsafta- 
tion of the will, 


I Take, for example, a high official whoso 
liervous, agitated state had rendered him 
unhappy for twenty years, He showed to 
him, without sending h(m to sleep, that he 
liad the faculty o£ not feeling pain, Bo. 
passed a needle through his arm without 
making him jump 
He showed to him in 


that way the power of his will. That will 
liad only to be directed against his nervous- 
ness. The subject understood it and was 
cured. In mental maladies the mind must 
act on the mind, the healthy part of the 
bruin on the diseased part. 
' 


I He cited the ease of a woman possessed 
with the idea of killing her husband and 
childien. Every day she asked herself oij 
rising if that was not the day for her to 
accomplish her ramders, He defied her 
to coll out the morbid thought while he 
looked at hor, Having succeeded, which 
was easy, he announced to her that the 
following day from 8 to 9 she would not be 
able to think of killing those who were 
dear to her. Success was, so to speak, in- 
evitable. By degrees it was possible to 
cbarm away the morbid ideas for two 
hours, theu for a day, then for a week. 
The cure was accomplished. 


Was there any mystery in that? Was 


theia the pioduofcion of an abnormal con- 
dition? 
Evidently not, Apart from the 


starting point, which waes tlie conviptioi) 
of the subject that he was dealing with a 
man endowed with acanous power or that 
he submitted himself to a curious treat- 
ment, the subject had been simply led to 
act by his own will on the ideas which hu 
thus arrived at dispelling, 


Experiments in hypnotism followed, tho 


operator being Dr. Bramweli, of Goole 
He presented four patients, all of them 
well known to him and m respectable posi 
tions, one being a carpenter, another a 
shoemaker, a third the wife of a sea cap- 
tain find the fourth a girl of that class. It 
\vd8saidthat Pr. Bramweli had recently 
painlessly extracted teeth from the woman 
without throwing her into the hypnotic, 
trance by merely ordering her not to feel 
pain. The suggestion was efficacious ex- 
cept in the case of one tooth, with regard 
to which she had previously formed the 
conviction that she would have pain, so 
that her self suggestion overbore his sug- 
gestion in that case, The same patient 
suffered from se% ere myopia, only being 
able to read the third line in the ordinary 
table of test letteis. Dr. Dram well caused 
her by suggestion to be able to read all her 
lines—that is to say, to show more than 
ordinary long bight, 


I This operation he now repeated. He put 
the woman back into her former myopic 
state at the word of command, and by word 
of command again she appeared to be imme- 
diately relieved. The spectators warmly ap- 
plauded the demonstration. Dr. Bramweli 
contends that«ith all his patients he is able 
to produce the same satisfactory results by 
the mere command in the waking state 
that he had previously produced in a 
tianie. Referring to the question how far 
a patient can suggest to hira improvement 
in his own condition, Dr. Bramwsl) men- 
tioned that the mere fact of his giving a 
\v n tfcen order to ft patient to sleep enabled 
that patient to take out the order, read it 
and go to sleep whenever he needed it, He 
had repeatedly sent patients to a dentist's 
carrying with them a written order to fed 
no pain. Tins the patients read when they 
sat down in the dentist's chair. He has at 
the present time patients who go to sleep 
by reading the order to do sd. 
t These orders were.said to retain their 
power when Dr. Bramweli had not seen 
the patients fur weeks, in fact he had, ho 
Uid, been repeatedly called upon to give 
them new pieces of paper when the orig- 
inal talisman had been worn out. It was 
stated that the sea captain's wife had been 
in the habit of taking sea voyages to Lon- 
fion from Yorkshire, during which she was 
Invariably sick, but since Dr. Bramweli 
had made a suggestion to her not to be 
sick she had made five passages and en- 
joyed every meal. 


» regarded the dangers of hypnotism, 


Dr. Bramweli believed they were easily 
avoided by a little care on the part of the 
hypnotized. He had been accustomed to 
impress on his patients that they were en- 
tirely free to accept or refuse his sugges- 
tions. In one or two pas.es he found Us 
declaration of freedom had been too im- 
pressive, because the patient when sepa- 
rated from him for some time had sup- 
posed that he would not be able to renew 
the influence.—Pall Mall Gazette,

RAWSILK IN AMERICA 


ITS 
CULTURE 
BEGAN WITH THE 


EARLIEST COLONIZATION. 


Though Silk Mills Flonrl.h, This Coun- 


try Fall< to Produce the Raw Material. 
Cocoon Kurtnro IB Possible in Tkree- 
fourths of the Country. 


If W. W. Cleaver, of Unadilla, who is 


reported as having 25,000 silkworms at 
work, can demonstrate the possibility of 
making * 100 a month by silk culture on a 
email scale, he may bring on, another craze 
like that of 1838. After nearly 3(0 years of 
experiment it is pretty well established 
that the silkworm may be made to thrive 
in this country and over quite three- 
fourths of its area; but in spite of this the 
silk manufacturing industry has grown to 
great proportions in the United States 
without material aid from growers of na- 
tive silk, and the native product cuts no 
figure in the consumption of the mills, 


The experiment of growing raw silk lias 


gone on persistently almost shjce the day 
that the first permanent colonist set foot 
upon the continent. Cortez brought silk- 
worms to Mexico in 1522, and James I tried 
to send eggs to Virginia in 1609, only two 
years after the settlement of Jamestown, 
but failed because of a shipwreck. Ten 
years later Virginians were urged to raise 
.silk, and penal statutes were passed en- 
joining the industry upon the colonists, 


Nearly every ptata (n the Union has 


sought to encourage silk culture, and all 
sorts of societies have been formed to pro- 
mote the industry. The victims of John 
Law's West India scheme were allured 
with the hope of successful silk culture in 
America, When Georgia was settled in 
1732 grants of land were made, with the 
stipulation that for every ten acres 100 
white mulberry trees should be planted. 
Georgia developed the industry to a greater 
degree than any other colony. The first 
shipment of Georgia silk to England was 
made in 1785. It weighed eight pounds. 


A filature for reeling raw silk was estab 


lished at Savannah in 1750, and In 1750 
pcorguj exported 10,000 pounds of silk to 
England. After that cetton came In, and 
being more profitable than silk drove the 
latter out, just as tobacco had driven it 
out in Virginia more than 100 years before, 
Some silk was raised }r» Georgia even dur- 
ing the Revolutionary war, and there was 
a small export trade as late as 1700, 


For nearly 100 years there was a deter- 


mined effort to grow silk in Connecticut. 
In 1819 five cons of raw silk were grown at 
Mansfield, aad for several years the value 
of Connecticut's raw silk product exceeded 
$100,000 per year. President Stiles, of Yale 
college, grew silkworms and wrote a book 
on silk culture. During the last twenty- 
five years pf the colonial period experi- 
ments in silk culture were made in Penu 
sylvania, New York, New Jersey and 
Maryland. The Revolutionary war, howr 
ever, Interrupted the experiments, and a 
plan of Benjamin Franklin's to build a, 
filature for reeling silk in Philadelphia 
was given up 


The industry had so much decreased in 


17S6 that a newspaper of the day mentions 
as a remarkable fact that a family in 
Maryland had 2,000 silkworms at work. 
Now, an ounce of fertile egga will produce 
nearly 40,000 wormii. In 1790 there were 
fifty families in New Haven raising silk- 
worms, and a local paper hoped it would 
soon be disreputable for a lady or gentle, 
man to be found wearing thick sjlk not of 
native growth. A company in Rhode 
Island had 30,000 mulberry trees growing 
in 1835, and the legislature offered a bounty 
of fifty cents a pound on taw silk grown 
within the state, A newspaper declared 
that Rhode Inland was likely to take the 
lead in the manufacture of silk as of cot- 
ton 


In 1840 so greatly had the industry 


grown that the United States exported 
61,552 pounds of raw silk, and in 1844 near- 
ly 400,000 pounds, but m 1850 the export 
was only 14,763 pounds. It was in the 
period between 1825 and 1850 that the great 
craze for silk raising seized the middle 
•tales, A company with the president of 
n learned society at its head was formed 
for the furtherance of the industry in Penn- 
sylvania. A Frenchman came out from 
Lyons to teach the art of managing silk- 
worms, and elaborate instructions were 
printed. The craze spread into Delaware 
and Maryland, It was urged that this in- 
dustry could be carried en at home, and 
that it furnished easy and profitable work 
for women and children. In those days 
American women were more easily im- 
pressed with the glamour of royalty, and it 
was represented that royal ladies in all 
times had been deeply interested in silk 
culture. Hundreds of homes became the 
scene of the industry and dainty girls 
sedulously gathered mulberry leaves to 
feed those ravenous worms. Everybody 
was in a flutter of excitement at the pros- 
pect. Thousands of mulberry trees were 
planted, and some of them or their de- 
scendants still linger. 


An almost fatal disaster, attended with 


curious manifestations, overtook the silk 
growers of Pennsylvania in 1838-9. It was 
^presented that the Chinese or. South Sea 
mulberry was in every way as suitable 
as the white mulberry to feed silk- 
worm* Thereupon there began to be a 
great speculation in the Chinese mulberry. 
One nurseryman ordered 5,000,000 of the 
plants from France, and sent over $80,000 
in gold to bind the bargain. liny twigs 
brought one and two dollars apiece, nnd 
were sold two pr three times in rapid suc- 
cession, each time at an advance. •The 
speculation was like that which raged in 
the days of the tulip craze. Late in 1889 
the collapse came, and in the spring of 
1840 the Chinese mulberry sold at two and 
three cents each. While the speculation 
was at its height $300,000 changed hands 
for plants during one week in Philadel- 
phia alone. 


In 1844 many of the Chinese mulberry 


plants were killed by a severe frost, and 
even Connecticut was discouraged. 
It 


was then that the New England capitalists 
set about building mills and importing 
raw silk. 


The hope of growing raw silk has per- 


sistently maintained a foothold in Phila- 
delphia, and that city is the home of the 
Woman's Silk Culture association. Lorin 
Blodgett told the Franklin institute about 
ten years ago that there could be np doubt 
that it was possible to grow raw silk in 
this country at a moderate profit. He 
thought it must be done on a small scale 
as incident to other departments of farm 
work, and it must be left in large part to 
women and children,—New York Sun.

Among the many admirable and sen- 


sible sta'ementB in the President's let- 
ter of acceptance, here is one that is 
worthy of thoughtful consideration. 
"No intelligent advocate of a protec- 
tive tariff claims that it is able, of 
itself, to maintain a unifoim rate of 
wages, w ithout regard to fluctuations 
in the tupply of and demand for the 
products of ^abor. 
But it is confi- 


dently claimed that protective duties 
strongl) tend to hold up wages, and 
are the only barrier against a reduction 
to the ]' uropean scale." 


These explicit words are well worth 


remembering. They comprehend in a 
nut-shell the philosophy of protection 
io. its bearing upon wages. 
Our 


amiable frieuds,the Democratic enemy, 
are in the habit of boiling over with 
haated antagonism in considering some 


• things vhich they attribute to the Re- 


publicans, but which Republicans in 
general may properly disavow. For 
instance, no rational Republican is 
shallow enough to proclaim that a pro- 
tective tariff directly advances every 
>rorkingman's wages, whether he is 
employed in one of our own Bristol 
mills, or in any other field of industry. 
That it does produce thib happy result 
in manifold instances is susceptible of

Primal i ly he must have employment, 
for without employment wages would 
be unhatched. 
He who runs may read 


the blazing tokens that protection 
nourishes the root of the tree of pros-. 
perity, ,vhich blossoms with the good 
cheer of employment, and l>lo»»e» the 
worker with an abundant yield of fruit. 
In a multiplicity of instances it is the 
protection of American industry that 
makes American industry a living re- 
ality— that gives extension to employ- 
ment, and puts the heart-beat into 
wages. Strike down the first as though 
it were a palpable "fraud," and the 
others would quiver under a shock that 
would make them kindred with death. 


President Harrison is right in claim- 


ing that "protective duties strongly 
tend to hold up wages." Could pro- 
tection have a kindlier mission ? 


The President is right in claiming 


that protective duties "are tv-e only 
barrier agamst a reduction to the 
European scale." 
This means the 


simmering of wages down one half. 
It means that the earnings of two men 
without protection in the manufactur- 
ing industries, would be only equal to 
the earnings of one man under the 
shield of protection. 
No sensible 


workman would fancy a change that 
would compel him to work two days 
for the same wages that he now earns 
in one.
